WARNED ABOUT THE COMMITTEE'S BEING PURPOSEFULLY MISLED. ACCORDING TO WEISBERG, 
THE COMMITTEE MUST STAY AWAY FROM TRYING TO TRACK DOWN "UNSUBSTANTIATED 
THEORIES" ABOUT PRO- OR ANTI-CASTROITES BEING INVOLVED. THIS, HE WARNS, COULD 
SABOTAGE THE PROBE.
